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A Law An Hour 


Statisticians have been busy since Congress 
decided to go home a month ago and have re­ 
vealed this interesting inform ation: 
In the second session of the 8 3rd Congress 
«—the one th at convened last January — the 
law m akers were in session a total of 1,647 
hours, plus some odd minutes- 
The Senate passed a total of 1,69 6 m easures 
and the House a total of 1,600- Since the great 
m ajority of these dealt with identical subject 
m atter, it is evident that Congress passed an 
average of 1,648 m easures in a total elapsed 
tim e of 1,647 hours 
That is a m easure an hour, an im pressive 
rate of law -m aking 
in 
any body ’s legislative 
league. When it further considered that this 
w ent on while m em bers of Congress were a t­ 
tending com m ittee sessions, participating in de­ 
b ates on proposed m easures that didn’t m ake 
the grade, attending investigations, m arking 
tim e while the roll was called and doing the 
thousand and one odd jobs that go with con­ 
gressional service, it’s obvious that congress­ 
m en are mi g h ty busy while Congress is in 
session. 
The statisticians have disposed of an im pres­ 
sion that Congress is inefficient It m akes m is­ 
takes, like every other organization, 
but it 
doesn’t dawdle.

Stee! Merger Puts Administration O n Spot 


Stuck With A Story 
It is as certain as any thing can be in diplo­ 
m acy that the United States will not let Ccm- 
m unist China shoot its way into ^he United 
Nations. This has become an issue of moral 
principle as far as Am ericans are concerned. 
Any adm inistration that recommended U.N. 
m em bership for Red China would be signing 
its political death w arrant. 
But bey ond the issue of m oral principle is a 
situation that keeps getting more awkward all 
the time- It will b e reviewed when the U N . 
discussion of Red China’s 
recognition is re­ 
sum ed. 
China has been a m em ber of the 
United 
Nations from the beginning. It is ^n undisputed 
fact th at for the last five y ears the Communist 
regim e in Peiping has been the effective gov­ 
ernm ent of China. Yet, China is represented in 
the U.N- by Chiang Kai-shek’s government-in- 
cx ile on Form osa. Chiang heads the effective 
governm ent of Form osa, not of China, although 
Form osa belongs to China. 
Thus, as far as the United Nations is con­ 
cerned, this is a dispute over credentials with 
the United States taking the position that the 
N ationalist regim e in Form osa is the official and 
effective governm ent of China. This weakens 
the U. S- position. It is one thing to say that 
Com m unist China should not shoot its way into 
the United Nations, but it is another thing to 
say that Chiang Kaishek's Nationalist regim e 
on Form osa is 
the 
effective governm ent of 
China when it is in fact the effective govern­ 
m ent of Form osa, an island. 
The United States has let itself get stuck with 
p story it cannot tell with a straight face. Its 
position against Red China would be stronger 
if its position in favor of Chiang Kai-shek were 
not so weak.

Less spectacular than some of 
the international and national hap­ 
penings of the last few day s, but 
far reaching in its possible tffect 
on the economic sy stem of t h e 
United States, is ttie battle which 
scenes inside the adm inistration on 
whe.her or not to approve a pro­ 
posed m erger of the 
Bethlehem 
and Youngstown steel companies- 
The decision tentatively m ade by 
the D epartm ent of Justice and sub- 
m i.ted by Attorney General Brown­ 
ell in Denver to President Eisen­ 
hower several day s ago was not 
to approve the m erger, but the op­ 
portunity has been afforded to law­ 
y ers for the two steel companies 
to argue the m atter this week be­ 
fore the departm ent’s antitrust di­ 
vision. 
If the m erger were to go into 
effect it would m ean that the U.S- 
Steel Corp wi h its 32 per cent of 
the total capacity in America and 
the m erged companies with a b out 
19 per cent — though in competi­ 
tion—would together have a vol­ 
um e in ex cess of 50 per cent of 
the industry This would m ean 65 
million out of 120 million tons of 
steel-m aking capacity per y ear 
Time was when m ergers didn’t 
m atter much unless some company 
by itself got from 7 0 to 80 per cent 
of the annual volume of business 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States in defining what is or is 
not a monopoly has never la i d 
down a m athem atical percentage 
rule But in the domain of politics 
there has been a steady stream of 
criticism articulated at congres­ 
sional 
investigating 
commit t e e 
hearngs against letting three or 
four companies dom inate an indus­ 
try though no one of them had a 
monopoly 


toward m ergers as the fear of les­ 
sened competition has become of 
greater concern- 
The D epartm ent of Justice can­ 
not actually prevent the m erger 
because only the courts can decide 
whether the consolidation is in vio­ 
lation of the letter or the spirit of 
the antitrust laws. 
The negative statem ent, 
h ow- 
tver, ex pected to be issued this 
week by the Departm ent of Justice, 
is eq uivalent to notice that any 
steps taken to consumm ate 
h e 
m erger would be m wih an ap­ 
plication for a court injunction. 


It has been 15 y ears since a Senate investiga­ 
tion showed how federal employ es had been 
used by Dem ocrats to pile up votes in the con­ 
gressional election. of 1938. Puolic anger was 
Stronger than it would have been otherwise be­ 
cause the employ es were connected with the 
Works Progress Administration- The charge of 
•‘play ing politics with hum an m isery ” was well 
founded in 1938. 
The result was the passage in 1939 of the 
Hatch Act. which denies to federal empoy es the 
fight to take any part in political campaigns or 
party m anagem ent. Most federal employ es wel­ 
comed the new law, because it was a shield to 
protect them from politicians, who form erly had 
ex ploited them ruthlessly for cam paign purposes. 
But the politicians alway s have resented the 
H atch Act as an infringem ent on their rights. 
All federal officials and employ es who are 
not m em bers of Congress or policy -determining 
officials are subject to the Hatch Act. They are 
lurbidden to work in political cam paigns or help 
is the m anagem ent of a political party . 
Since it is a common claim that the poltical 
balance of power is in the hands of federal 
em p’oy es and their fam ilies, the Hatch Act m ay 
be particularly im portant this y ear in what 
both sides concede is going to be a nip-and-tuck 
race for congressional control- Both sides, there­ 
fore, m ay be tem pted to use federal employ es 
to affect the outcome of the race- 


THIS CONCENTRATION of busi­ 
ness in the hands of a few com­ 
panies has been called “ oligopoly ” 
and the subject has been especially 
agitated by Rep. Celler who was 
chairm an of the House Judiciary 
Committee in the 
last 
previous 
Congess and pobably will get the 
sam e post if the Democats gain 
control in the November congres­ 
sional election. 
Looked at from an econ o m i c 
standpoint solely , the m er g e r 
o 
the two companies -— Bethlehem 
and Youngstown —■ would furnish 
a real competitor to the U S. Steel 
Corp- by setting up a new national 
enterprise. 
Since Bthlehem 
has plants o 
both the 
Pacific 
and 
Atlantic 
coasts, the addition of Youngs­ 
town’s faciltes would enable the 
m erged company to have a mid­ 
west as well as an eastern and far 
western opportunity 
to 
compete 
with ex isting steel companies in 
those areas- 
Ever since freight absorption be­ 
cam e the vital factor it is today in 
the competition between steel com­ 
panies situated at a distance from 
the particular m arket sought, the 
geographical location of plants in 
different sections of the country 
has become of param ount impor­ 
tance. 
While—if the m erger took place 
—competition would be eliminated 
as between Youngstown and Beth­ 
lehem , theoretically 
there might 
be reduced costs 
to the public 
through the consolidation of staffs, 
sales organizations and skills. But 
this test has become 
in 
recent 
y ears of less importance to the 
governm ent in shaping its policy 


SINCE MERGERS are handled 
these day s 
by an 
ex change 
of 
eq uity securities, the interjection of 
lgal proceedings would m ake dif- 
ficul an im m ediate effectuation of 
the m erger itself and for all prac­ 
tical purposes it would be held in 
abey ance until the court

which might take months or y ears, 
is finally decided.

THE MERGER q uestion isn’t all 
black or all white, and the courts

POLAND HAS three tim es been 
divided among Russia, 
Germ any 
(Prussia) 
and 
Austria;

Alliance. During each of these par­ 
titions, France was alway s also 
ciated with the idea of 
Polish 
freedom. 
Napoleon 
tried 
to 
reconstruct 
Poland into the Grand Duchy of 
W arsaw, 
which the Congress of 
Vienna (1815) converted into the 
Kingdom of Poland with the Czar 
of Russia as its king. 
In 1830, when the czar proposed 
to use Polish troops to suppress 
revolution in France and Belgium, 
the Polish people rebelled against 
the Russians — a revolution which 
collapsed and resulted in the Poles 
losing their constitutional rights. 
During World War I. the G er­ 
mans, in occupation of Pola n d, 
formed a separate Polish state of 
that part of Poland which was in 
Russian territory , but the P o l e s 
never becam e pro-German.

Poland could not have proposed

No organizing driv e for the thous­ 
ands of new workers in this indus­ 
try will fall automatically to a 
local v ice-president just b ecause 
he’s b een there longer than t h e 
local v olunteer fire dpartmnt. 
These special organizers 
w i l l 
then b e b riefed on ev ery conceiv ­ 
ab le prob lem of the plant and the 
community. They will study th e 
lab or contracts in surrounding ter­ 
ritories. They will go into the re­ 
ligious and regional traits and b e­ 
liefs of the area- Perhaps th e 
plant is manned b y Mennonites or 
Mormons. Perhaps its work force 
is in an area where Socialists or
